IN THE WHITE HOUSE

If you were in the ,White House, 
what do you think you could save 
out of the president’s salary of 
$75,000 a year? Anyway, here are 
some facts showing what the presi- 
dent’s expenses are, and how much 
he can “put by” if he is economical. 
These facts may be useful to you if 
you are thinking of ietting your 
name go before either of the big 
June conventions. 

Woodrow Wilson is the second 
president to receive a salary of 
$75,000 a year. His expenses have 
been less than those of Mr. Taft, 
the first to profit by the increase 
from $50,000. 

Although Mr. Wilson has _ been 
forced to deal with many more vital 
domestic and international problems

House can be kept down to about 
$1,000 a month, or even less. But 
when the president is in Washing- 
ton and during the winter social 
season they run from two to four 
times that amount. 

This increase in winter is due to 
the extensive entertaining expected 
of the president and his wife.

States the presidency was no place 
for a man _ without independent 
means. The office cost the occupant 
more than he got out of it, and at 
least one president, Andrew Jack- 
son, after spending $10,000 out of 
his own money, ended his term 
without having enough to pay his 
traveling expenses back home. 

At first the salary was $25,000 a 
year, regarded then as very liberal. 
But as the country grew in terri- 
ory and importance the expenses 
of the president increased; distin- 
guished visitors had to be _ enter- 
tained, receptions and state dinners 
became frequent and other expenses 
developed. The time came when a 
president had to pay out more 
money than he received. 

Congress, in 18738, after a long, 
bitter fight, increased the salary to 
$50,000. Soon afterward congress 
passed a bill reducing the pay to 
but President Grant 
vetoed the measure. 

In those days congress provided 
no assistance in the payment of 
White House bills. But there came 
a gradual awakening to the finan- 
cial burdens of the presidency, and 
appropriations came little by little, 
until now approximately $60,000 is 
allowed annually to defray certain 
expenditures in addition to $25,000 a

We honestly thought Mr. Parkford 
and Mr. Horton were friends, and are pained to learn that we are 
mistaken. 

Mr. Horton sets up some new figures regarding the price of 
the purchase by Mr. Anderson of a farm adjoining the hospital 
site. We hasten to accept them—Mr. Horton says the acreage is 
13, and the price was $5000. 

That is, Mr. Horton admits that Mr. Anderson was recently 
able to buy property immediately adjoining that he sold to the 
county, and buy it for $385 an acre. 

Mr, Anderson—according to Mr. Horton’s own figures—paid 
$385 an acre. Mr. Horton paid $640 an acre—paid it with county 
money. 

And Mr. Horton tells us that his arrangement was proper by 
which he paid Jim Anderson $75 for work in the month of May, 
a month before the county bought the farm. 

Mr. Horton says he went out, presumably a month or so before 
the decision to purchase, and told Anderson and his associates to 
keep right on irrigating the alfalfa, and caring for it. The 
sumption is then, that otherwise, Mr. Anderson, a month before 
he sold the farm, would just naturally have quit looking after 
things. When Anderson offered that 100-acre tract for 
offered everything on it, and when the county accepted his prop- 
osition: everything on the land went with it. After June 2. the 
day the site was selected, it was probably proper that Mr. Ander- 
son should have been paid to look after things until the title was 
finally accepted and the ownership passed to the county.

“First Lady of the Land” and the 
White House daughters are no mere 
incident. These ladies are called 
upon to attend four or five functions 
every week during the season in 
Washington, and they must have 


‘ready no less than a score of be- 


coming evening gowns as well as an 
extensive stock for afternoon wear. 

Contributions to charity range 
from inexpensive handkerchiefs and 
autographed pictures of the White 
House, for sale at bazaars, to sub- 
stantial checks. 

As the government provides no 
refuge from the hot weather of 
Washington, a president must fur- 
nish himself and his family with a 
summer residence, the rent to come 
from his own pocket.

And honestly, perhaps ungrateful- 
ly, I wished they hadn’t come. 
Neighbors Who Feed Your Children

if “my dear neighbor,’ upon any 
and every occasion, “treats” her to 
cakes and sweets and other forbid- 
den things, which spoil her appetite 
for the nourishing, beneficial foods 
that are especially suited to her? 
All in the most friendly spirit, and 
in the name of love for my baby! 

How would you feel if, after pre- 
paring a special meal for the little 
one, you learn she is not hungry 
because yeour neighbor had allowed 
her to eat dinner with her own 
children! 

To protest strenuously to the of- 
fender would wound her and cause 
an unpleasantness between us that 
I naturally wish to avoid, and hints 
take no effect whatever, as she can- 
not understand why I should not 
give things to my little girl that do 
not harm her robust children. 

To forbid the child’s going to the 
house next door is useless, as the 
same condition prevails everywhere 
in our neighborhood, and she must 
have children to play with. Now, I 
am not the only sufferer from this 
form of “neighborly love,” as many 
other mothers have complained to 
me of it. 

While there are many things I 
wish my neighbor would not do, 
there is just one which destroys an 
otherwise pleasant outlook on life. 

She came to B a year ago 
and put up a perfect deformity of a 
house. Not content with this, and 
against the advice of the agent of 
the property and the builder, she 
painted it a bright yellow. 

The house became an eyesore to 





the community, but more was to fol- 
low, and speedily. In her mania for 
cleanliness and fresh air, my neigh- 
bor hung out of a side front win- 
dow each morning, her night dress.
